It is such a bright, sunny 
morning it just makes you feel 
glad to be alive.

#0 worried about them and then 
first thing you know they are 
back to normal.

now because so many of our~ 


friends have been seriously ill 
this winter, Maybe when the 
buds are swelling, birds sing- 
ing and spring flowers peeking 
up through the soil, everyone 
will feel better.

regret of the death of Louis 
Bromfield in Obs at the age 
of fifty-nine.

the trusting little creatures are 
better off dead than alive. I 
wish the problem could be aa 
easily dealt with on a farm or 
that an overall charge would 
cover all the cats and dogs. Af- | 
ter all, in districts where a free 
clinic has not been established, 
inoculation should at least be 
cheaper by the dozen! Then of 
course there is the problem of 
catching the cats. With home- 
grown pets that’s easy but whem 
two stray cats come along and 
take up residence, as they have 
done here, it is like trying te 
catch a bird by putting salt og 
its tail. However, according te 
Dr. McKinnon Phillips, there is 
no need to get into a panic over 
the situation. Up to the present 
time there have been only fif- 
ty-two known cases of rabid 
animals in the entire province. 
He advises that the necessary 
precautions be taken but saya 
the wholesale destruction of 
household pets: is entirely un- 
warranted. I am beginning te 
wonder whether our cats 
dogs know that something uh- 
usual is in the wind. I never 
knew them to be so full of life 
and energy.

Physically, 
he may be at his hearthside but 
intellectually, and, above. all,

era man’s side. 

Both the player in the studio 
and the audience at home have 
an intuitive awareness of being 
in each other’s presence. This 
awareness, not anything elec- 
tronic, is responsible for the 
elusive rapport that can extend 
from a Maine farmhouse to a 
Hollywood stage. 

The foundation of this rap- 
port is a shared experience in 
the immediacy of the present. 
In filmed TV, one of the two 
vital parties concerned — the 
player ~— completed his emo- 
tional involvement perhaps 
weeks or months earlier; the 
‘audience, in effect, is catching 
up. But in live TV, both the 
star and the spectator are tied 
together by the ‘stronge of all 


possible. bonds. Neither knows 
what the next minute will bring- 


forth; it has not been lived yet. 

Both player and viewer know 
this’ accord to be true, both feel 
it and, most important, both 
respond to it. The actor versed 
in all media can attest that 
there is a special hollow in the 
pit of the stomach as one “goes 
on” in front of a live audience. 
There is no turning back, no re- 
takes, no second chance, It is 
playing for the money. Even a 
hardened viewer cannot be im- 
mune to the contagion; he com~- 
mits himself to the excitement 
or apprehension of the moment. 
Will there be a triumph or dis- 


aster? Uncertainty is the price- 
‘less stimulus on both sides of 


the screen. 

The question is often asked 
why a filmed show, when made 
under conditions seemingly 
identical with those prevailing 
in the case of a live program, 
still should seem different. 
There is ample. If there is one 
thing in the theatre that can- 
not be faked or simulated, it is 
an opening night. And all of 
live TV is an opening night. 
There may be previews galore 
and they should seem like the 
real thing, but they never are. 
Maybe the explanation is pure- 
ly psychological, something that, 
after all, perhaps should not be 
explained, only appreciated. 

But that a viewer does let 


a psychological prejudice play - 


a part in his’ attitude toward 
film cannot be seriously dis-

The 
celluloid impresarios are s0 
preoccupied with technical fac- 
tors that they are not unlike 
the mechanic who finds an auto- 
mobile’s' engine more interest- 
ing than its passengers. To the 
art of make-believe they apply 
a set of calipers. 

Perish the thought that an 
actor should hesitate over a 
line; far better that he be let- 
ter-perfect, even if he must say 
the lines without comprehend- 
ing their meaning. Let the cow- 
boy sing as he rides the dusty 
trail, but never let the audience 
hear the sound of a horse’s foot 
or the rustle of a breeze, Na- 
ture must be presented at 33% 
revolutions per minute. 

Take applause and laughter. 
A situation comedy on film may 
be quite acceptable until from 
left field comes a wave of tinny, 
doctored and apportioned guf- 
faws. Strips of this pre-pack- 
aged approval are pieced into 
the film in what some wan di- 
rector hopes are the right spots. 
Usually, he guesses wrong. 

Above all, filmed TV fears 
the lull. There must be no 
pause. If a half-hour show isn’t 
uproarious, shoot two hémrs 
and snip out with a pair of 
acissors the best thrifty min- 
utes. Even the amusing Groucho 
Marx is caught in this cage of 
the previsionists, His ad libs fall 
out exactly on cue afd his cuests 
never falter as straight men. 
Groucho provides humor, to be 
sure, but he cannot conceal 
from the audience that it is 
earefully pre-sliced. — From 
The New York Times Magazine.

Amazing Facts 
About Canada 


et 


The Mysterious North, by 
Pierre Berton, illustrated with 
photographs and maps. (Toron- 
to; McClelland & Stewart). 

Pierre Berton was born at 
Whitehorse and grew up at 
Dawson in the Yukon Territory. 
As a newsman and magazine 
editor he has returned many 
times to all parts of the far 
north, from the mouth of the 
Mackenzie in the West to the 
precipitous eastern shores of 
Baffin Island. His book is a re- 
flection of the attachment that 
grows on men who know this 
primevally lonely land, an af- 
fection that is not dulled by 
subzero cold or the exploding 
of glamorous myths by prosaic 
fact. And fortunately it is also 
as accurate, complete and read- 
able a survey of arctic and sub- 
arctic Canada as has yet been 
produced. 

The thing that makes “The 
Mysterious North” such spright- 
ly reading is that it is peppered 
with the sort of amazing facts 
and legends that readers have 
come to associate with books on 
Texas. But since Texas would 
be lost in these northern terri- 
tories, ‘these Canadian stories 
often are even more startling. 
Consider these: 

The Canadian north contains 
more lakes than al] the rest of 
the world put together. 

It also,hhowever, supports one 
of the world’s great deserts. the 
arctic tundra, on a meager pre- 
cipitation of between 2 and 10 
inches yearly. Paradoxically, 
thousands of the aforemention- 
ed lakes happen to lie in this 
desert. 

Propriety is the rule in al- 
most every northern boom town 
and mining camp. Even Dawson 
City, at the height of the Klon- 


~ dike gold stampede in 1898, ob- 


served the Sabbath so rigidly 
that the Mounted Police put 


men in jail for chopping their 
own kindling on Sunday.- 
Great areas of the land re- 
main unexplored, unharted. 
And yet no ecomparablé area of 
the earth’s surface presents such 
a record of sustained explora- 


_tion — nearly 400 years of it. 


Mr. Berton is never merely 
flamboyant at the cost of ob- 
jectivity, however. He makes it 
clear that to say the Canadian 
north is all of a piece is a great 
misconception. He emphasizes, 
whether in puncturing the leg- 
end of a hidden tropical valley 
or in showing that a rich moun- 
tain of mercury ore is uneco- 
nomic to mine because of dis- 
tance, that the north is not a 
continuous bonanza-land soon 
to be as heavily populated as 
the rest of Canada. He points 
out that as yet the land has only 
two important resources: fur 
and minerals. Water power has 
still to be tapped. And before 
any real population growth can 
be expected, man must solve 
the problem of permafrost 
which prevents systematic 
plumbing and sewage use. Then 
too there are social problems. 
In some places, for instance, the 
Indian is as rigidly segregated 
from the white man as is the 
Negro in the American South.

Every week in his church, 
the Rev, Mr. Whalley calls.on a 
100-member prayer group to 
bow their heads and pray for 
the sick. 

“We do not claim to have 
saved lives ourselves. God 
‘saves the sick, we merely pray 
for them,” the sitet said.

Saddler asked for it and he 

it good. He’s had it coming 

a long time. He didn’t get 
all the blame for the fiascos 
with Pep, for Willie the Wiep 
had his own repytation for 
trickery. But it’s now apparent 
that Sandy has learned “fou! 
play” well enough to have add: 
@d some gimmicks of his own. 

No two ways about it, the 
record shows that Saddler IS 
A DIRTY FIGHTER. His foul 
tactics smell from Caracas to 
Montreal, from New York to 
Manila and back again to San 
Francisco, 

Before we give you the com- 
ments of competent observers 
at the fight and én TV, here’s 
#ome essential dope on the EI- 
erde brawl. 

The 22?year-old Elorde had 
beaten Saddler in a non-title 
Might in Manila last Jul¥ in 
which Saddler’s usual tainted 
tactics caused a small riot, and 
he was well on the way to 

bbing Sandy’s crown in San 
_ Seabird when he was butted 
end cut in the seventh round. 
Vor the first nine rounds Elorde 
was leading on the scorecards 
ef all officials. But Saddler, 
working on the cut with his 
head and gloves, had his op- 
ponent half blinded when the 
ringside physician ordered the 
fight stopped at 59 seconds of 
the 13th round. 

Listen to what the experts 
waid! 


San Francisco to de-_ 


“Cruel Sandy Saddler pulled 
out} all his weapons,” wrote 
Jack Fiske of the San  Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. “It was a dirty 
fight throughout, and al] the 
onus must be on the 126-pound | 
champion’s skinny shoulders. 
From this corner’ it appeared 
highly improbable that he could 
haye successfully defended the 
title . . . if he hadn't resorted 
to all the so-called tricks in 
and out of the rulebook.” 

“Saddler hit while holding. 
used his head for a third glove, 
and referee Ray Flores appar- 
ently was the only man in the 
audience unaware of the 
champ’s foul tactics,” wrote Al 
Santoro, sports editor of the 
Los Angeles Examiner. 

“Sandy Saddler, using his 
head as well as his fists with 
telling effect . ./.” was the way * 
the United Préss account start- 


Elorde, himself, was bewil-... 
dered by it all. Only-after prod- | 
ding by newsmen did he-rap 
Sdddler. 

“That cut was. started by an 
unintentiol butt, He butted me 
many times," he said. 

His manager and _ father-in- 
law, Lope Sarreal, wasn't as 
polite. 

“I complained to the referee 
that Saddler was heeling, el- 
bowing and butting all through 
the fight. I didn’t get any place.” 

But Sarreal and Elorde should 
have known what was going to 
happen. 

In their non-title fight in 
Manila, the Slasher pulled the 
same tricks, but now he 
couldn’t get away with the de- 
cision on the Flash’s jhome 
grounds. Elorde bled from the 
nose and lips, and from cuts 
over both eyes, and 10,00 fans 
in: Rizal Memorial Stadium 
showed how they felt about 
Saddler’s dirty stuff with a rain 
of pop bottles and choruses. of 
boos. One bottle hit welter- 
weight Italo Scortichini, Sad- 
dler’s stablemate, on the head, 
opening a three-inch gash on 
his scalp. 

But Elorde got the unani- 
mous decision. The referee was 
Maj. Jack Sullivan of the US. 
Army, who flew in from Tokyo. 
Sullivan.scored eight rounds to 
one for Elorde, with one even. 
The two judges had it 8-2 and 
7-3 for the Flash. One judge 
said Saddler held, butted and 
hit with his elbows — and paid 
for it by losing some rounds. 

“I've refereed for 15 years,” 
said Sullivan, “and never had 
any difficulties. I called the fight 
as I saw iff] didn’t break un- 
til the fighters were tied “Up 
And I didn’t take any points 
off Saddler until I warned him.” 

That was one of the few 
times in Saddler’s stormy car- 
eer that he couldn't pull a fight 
out of the fire with his illegal, 
damaging style. 

Another time was in Mon- 
treal, March 3, 1952, when he 
fought Armand Savoie, a home. 
town boy and the lightweight 
champion of Canada. Saddler’s 
tactics drove the fans berserk, 
and three carloads of police 
were called to restore order. 

After warning Saddler for 
holding, hitting on the break, 
and rubbing with the laces of 
his gloves (sounds familiar, 
doesn't it?), the referee, Tom- 
my Sullivan, disqualified San- 
dy. But this was no ordinafy 
disqualification. Emile Gauthier, 
head of the Montreal Athletic

Commission, himself climbed 
into the ring after the third 
round and ordered Saddler dis- 
qualified. 

“I had warned him at the 
weigh-in that I wasn't going to 
tolerate any of his rough stuff,” 
said Gauthier. 

The next day Gauthier fined 
Saddler $500. “We would have 
suspended him, too,” added 
Gauthier, “but he was going 
into the U.S. Army.” 

The case history on Sad- 
dler’s dirty fighting is long, 
documented and widespread, 
Unlike Pep, who could perform 
brilliantly and cleanly at times, 
Saddler apparently can fight no 
other way but dirty. Stop those 
tactics, and he’s just another 
fighter. A converted southpaw, 
he specializes in draping ‘his 
right hand around an oppon- 
ent’s neck, pulling him in, and 
belting away with his strong 
left. Apparently he can’t stop 
himself, fér he does it even 
when he has a soft touch, like 
Jackie Blair of Texas, whom 
he stopped in Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, Aug. 31, 1954, in the first 
round. 

“Saddler again used prohibit- 
ted tactics and was twice warn- 
ed by the referee,” said El 
Nacional’s boxing critic, of this 


fight.. “He held and punched, 


used his elbows: illegally and 
gouged his opponent merciless- 
ly around the eyes despite the 
fact that Jackie was an inof- 
fensive opponent,” 

La Esfera’s writer said that 
Blair, on entering the ring, ap- 
peared “frightened and mourn- 
ful. He was alarmingly pale.” 

So it goes, city to city, coun- 
try to country. The _ Elorde 
fight now shows clearly what 
makes Saddler tick — and it 
ain't nice. In the record book 
Saddler’s knockout mark ap- 
pears impressive. With no dis- 
tinction between knockouts and 
technical knockouts, Saddler’s 
record shows a neat “KO 2” or 
“KO 12,” for his 101 knockouts 
in 160 fights — one of the out-

Probab- 
ly 95 percent of Saddler’s 
knockouts were of the technic- 
al variety caused by cuts. 

All the Pep - Saddler fights 
were brawls except the _ first, 
when Saddler won on an eye- 
brow - raising fourth - round 
knockout. Pep had a 75, - fight 
unbeaten streak broken that 
night of Oct, 29, 1948, and there 
were more rumors: over that 
sudden ending thah you'd hear 
in a woman's lounge. The bet- 
ting odds gyrated like-a stricken 
ship in a wild storm... 


Four months later Willie the 
Wisp came up with a masterful 
boxing exhibition to outpoint 
the Slasher and regain the title, 
though his oval face looked like 
it had been sent through a 
meat grinder, 

Then came the two fiascos. 
In a rough brawl, which re- 
sembled wrestling more than 
boxing, Saddler won, when Pep 
surré@dered on his stool after 
the eighth round. 

“My shoulder’s hurt," wailed 
Willie. “That guy put a. ham- 
merlock on me and busted my 
shoulder.” 

“Stepgisingly enough, X-rays 
the next Way showed that Pep 
had a dislocated Shoulder. - 

The fourth and final meeting 
on Sept. 26, 1951, ended when 
Pep again surrendered on his 
stool after the eighth. 

This was a weird wrestling 
fray in: which referee Ray Mill- 
er lost all control. Both fight- 
ers tussled to the floor often, 
and once the flustered referee 
rolied on the canvas with them. 
The fans jeered, and when it 
was over irate Bob Christen- 
berry banned Pep for “life” and 
suspended Saddler indefinitely. 
Saddler’s suspension was lifted 
inva few months, and Pep re- 
gained his license 21 months 
later. 

Many ringsiders felt Saddler 
was more at fault and should 
have gotten at least the™same 
penalty as Pep. What’s happen. 
ed since has proved right. 

Saddler squirmed out of that 
situation with lesser blame end 
kept up his bullyifg tactics. 
But the Elorde fuss now has put 
him right on the spot. 

For the first time in years, 
he’s going to have to prove that 
he ean fight clean — that is if 
he knows the meaning of the 
word, and if they let him stay 
in boxing. (from The Police

Lincoln Had Marriage Troubles Too 


oo a 


Almost a century ago, Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Mary Todd 
were married, in Springfield, Il- 
linois, and their marriage prov- 
ed to be one of the most un- 
fortunate unions in the history 
of the United States. 

The only comment that Lin- 
coln ever made in writing about 


his marriage, was a postscript - 


that he added to a business let- 
ter, written a week after the 
event. The letter was written to 
Samuel Marshal, and it is now 
in the possession of the Chicago 
Historical Society. In it, Lincoln 
says “There is no news here ex- 
cept my marriage, which to me 
is a matter of profound wonder.” 

William H- Herndon was Lin- 
coln's law partner for a fifth of 
a century, and Herndon knew 
Lincoltt better than any other 
man ever knew him; and Hern- 
don said, “If Lincoln ever had 
a happy day in twenty years, I 
never knew of it.” And Herndon 
thought that Lincoln’s marriage 
had a lot to do with his sad- 
ness. 

i onee.spent three years writ- 
ing a biography wf.Lincoln, and 
while I was writing it, 1 believe 
I made as careful study of the 
home life of the Lincoln family 
as it is possible for anyone to 
make, I carefully. examined and 
re-examined every shred of evi- 
dence that is in existence; and I 
came to the reluctant and pain- 
ful concfusion that the greatest 
tragedy in Abraham Lincoln's 
life was his marriage. 

Shortly after he and Mary 
Todd were engaged, Lincoln be- 
gan to realize that they were 
exact opposites, in every way, 
and: that they could 
happy. They were the exact op- 
posites in temperament, in tastes, 


in training and desires, writes 
Dale Carnegie in The Police Ga- 
zeite.

French with a Parisian accent, 
and was one of the best-educated 
women in Illinois.

Joshua Speed, and asked Speed 
to give it to Mary Todd. Speed 
tore up the letter, threw it in 
the fire and told Lincoln to go 
and see Mary Todd himself, He 
did, and when he told her that 
he didn’t want to marry her, 
she started to cry. Lincoln could 
never stand seeing a woman cry; 
so he took her in his arms, kissed 
her, said he was sorry. 


The wedding day.was set for 
January 1, 1841. The wedding 
cake was baked, the guests were 
assembled, the preacher was 


there, but Lincoln didn’t appear.- 


Why? Well, Mary Todd’s sister 
afterwards explained it by say- 
ing that Lincoln went crazy. 
And her husband added: “Yes, 
erazy as a loon.” The fact is that 
he did become ill — dangerously 
ill in body and ill in mind, and 
he sank into a spell of melan- 
choly so deep and so terrible that 
. it almost unbalanced his reason. 
His friends found him at day- 
light, mumbling incoherent sen- 
tences. He said he didn’t want 
to live. He wrote a poem on sui- 
cide and had it published in one 
of the Springfield papers, and 


ae lends took his knife away 
rome to. keep him from kill- 


ing himself. 


Lincoln then wrote the most 
pitiful letter of his life. It was 
written to his law partner who 
was then in Congress. This is 
the letter: 


“I am now the most miserable 
man living, If what I feel were 
equally distributed to the whole 
human family, there would not 
be one cheerful fate on earth, 
Whether I shall ever be any bet- 
ter, I cannot tell. I awfully for. 
bode that I shall not. To remain 
as I am is impossible. I must 
, die or be better it seems te 
m - 

For almost two years after 
that, Lincoln had nothing what- 
ever to do with Mary Todd. Then 
a self-appointed matchmaker in 
Springfield brought them to- 
gether again, behind closed 
doors, and Mary Todd told Lin- 
coln it was his duty to marry 
her. And he did. 

While I was out in Illinois, 
writing that book about Lincoln, 
I went to see Uncle Jimmy Miles, 
a farmer who lives near Spring- 
field. One of his uncles was 
Herndon, Lincoln’s law partner; 
and one of his aunts ran a board- 
ing house where Mr. and Mrs. 
Lincoln came to live shortly after 
they were married, Uncle Jimmy 
Miles told me that he had often 
heard his aunt tell this story: 
One morning, Mr. and Mrs. Lin- 
colnewere having breakfast with 
the rest of the boarders, and 
Lincoln said something that dis- 
pleased his wife: so she picked 
up @ cup of hot coffee and dash- 
ed it into his face, and she did 
it in the presence of the other 
Lincoln didn’t answer 
her: He didn’t scold her. He said 
nothing while the landlady 
brought a wet cloth and wiped 
off his face and clothes, 

But let us not judge Mrs. Lin 
coln too harshly. She finally went 
insane; and perhaps much earlier 
her mind was being affected by 
insanity 

One of the most beautiful 
things I know about Abraham 
Lincoln is the fact that he en- 
dured his unhappy home life for 
twenty-three years without bit- 
terness, without resentment and 
without saying a word about it 
to anyone. He endured it with 
Christ-like forgiveness, and with 
@® patience that was almost di

According 
to Tunney, it was in a late 
round in this fight during a 
clittkefhat Greb said: 


“Gene, don't™Wmeck me out.” 

Still, Harry looked “Wiesthing 
but washed up only a little more 
than three months later in his 
famous fight with Mickey 
Walker, then welterweight king. 
Mickey scaled 152 for the con- 
test, and only the heavier man’s 
laurels were at stake. Though 
Mickey gave away six pounds 
in this clash, he was to go on 
fo capture the 160-pound laurels 
from Harry's conqueror, Tiger 
Flowers, and to fight the top-

close. In their return encounter 
five months later, the edge was 
clearly with the Georgia Dea- 
con as Flowers was known. 

This second setback by 
Deacon was. the Pittsburgh 
Windmill’s last’ fight.

However, Harry had lived suf- 
ficiently long to see his predic- 
tion concerning his old rival, 
Tunney, come ‘rue. 


Soon after Greb’s fifth meet- 
ing with Tunney a writer ran 
into Harry and joshingly in- 
quired as te when and where 
was the Greb-Tunney series to 
be continued. Then it was that 
Harry made an amazing admis- 
sion. . 

“He is one party,” Harry re- 
plied, “I am positively through 
fighting.” 

“Why? we asked, 

“Gene's grown too big and 
too strong for me, Say, that guy 
has developed a right drive to 
the heart that just about tears 
your insides out. Take it from 
me, some day Tunney’ll be in 
there fighting Dempsey, 
when that days comes, I'll have 
a nice bet on Gene to take the 
heavyweight title.” 

Greb collected a good chunk 
on that fight one month before 
he passed away. Harry died af- 
ter an eye operation on Octo. 
ber 22, 1926. 

Was Greb the greatest of the 
middleweight? In the judg- 
ment of one who has seen them 
all, from Bob Fitzsimmons on,’ 
Fitzsimmons, a cagey and terri- 
ble hitter, might have taken the 
Pittsburgher. 

But this assumption is con- 
tradicted by Harry Greb’s 
great record. He fought the best 
of his day — from 1914 to 1926 
e-and” among his opponents 
were some of the most terrific 
punchers that ever entered the 
ring. Look at the list: Mickey 
Walker, Mike Gibbons, Soldier 
Bartfield, Max Rosenbloom, Bat- 
tling Levensky, Gunboat Smith,

Don’t Disdain 
The Lowly Catfish 


Is- your pulse rapid, your 
throat dry? Do you find your- 
self staring vacantly out the 
window? Do you spend your 
lunch hour mooning in front of 
fishing tackle displays? If so, 
brother, you have a severe case 
of piscalitis, or fishing fever, a 
mysterious malady that attacks 
males from 5 to 90 annually at 
this season. 

It is rarely fatal, but its thou- 
aands of victims suffer intense- 
ly from the onset of the disease 
in March until trout season 
opens sometime between the 
middle of April and the first. of 
May. Fortunately, there is a 
remedy! The treatment consists 
of liberal doses of pond fish- 
ing for bluegills, crappies, 
perch, catfish and other varie- 
tles of game and panfish fre- 
quently neglected at this sea- 
#0n in favor of the aristocratic 
trout. 

Early spring is a good fsh- 
ing season. Added to the wol- 
fish hunger of the fish is the 
post-winter shortage of natur- 
al feed to compete with the 
angler’s offerings. The new 
crop of small forage fish has 
not yet hatched, and frogs and 
insects are still absent, so that 


any object- which looks even, 


remotely edible is sure to be in- 
vestigated by a hungry fish. 

How do you tell when the 
fish have thrown off their win- 
ter drowsiness and are ready 
to come out fighting. Some say: 
“Watch first forsythias bloom!” 
They claim that you can fish 
from ice-out on, but won't real- 
ly start doing business until 
the first forsythia bloom. 

An old angler of my ac- 
quaintance had a more occult 
method. On a soft March day 
after the ice had gone, and the 
first robin had come, the old 
gent would sniff the spring air. 

“I smell bullheads,” he would 
proclaim with solemn certain- 
ty, and, sure enough, that very 
night the horned pout would 
begin biting in the millpond. 

And for my money those first 
pout of the season, taken from 
the icy waters.o!f springtime, 
are the best pout of all: They're 
real scrappers, too, at this ‘time 
of year, and if you fish for them 
with a four-ounce flyrod, you'll 
know you've been in a rhubard 
before old ameirus comes 
thrashing .over the gunwale. 
And the same goes for his ram 
bunctious relative, the scrappy 
channel] cat. It had better be an 
old flyrod, though, for these 
critters’ tactics are apt to put 
a corkscrew in the finest bam- 


boo after a few nights’ use 
writes Ted Janes in The Police 
Gazette 

Occasionally you can take 
channel cats on artificial lures, 


but both the horned pout and 
his larger. cousin are best 
caught with bait, as are the 
blue, yellow and other catfish. 
It doesn’t matter what the bait 
is so long as it’s the right size 


for a catfish’s ample maw. 
Shiners, worms, clams, ham- 
burger,. kernels of corn and 


pieces of other ficsh are al) okay 
Dough baits have long been 


popular. These are usually 
compounded of wheat ftour and 
corn meal well la with 


time-ripened flavoring, such as 
cheese, molasses, vanilla, clam 
juice and even bourbon. 

Coagulated blood mixed with 
limburger cheese is another po- 
tent attractor, as are night- 
crawlers, reliable as any bait 
for all -breeds of catfish. 

Put on a sinker and let the 
bait rest on the bottom with 
just enough tension so that you 
can feel a bite when it comes. 
It won't be long before the slow 
tap, tap, tap of an exploring 
catfish vibrates through the 
rod. Let him have the bait for 
a few seconds and then set the 
hook smartly. 

Natural baits, such as worms 
or small shiners are also tradi- 
tional in fishing for bluegills,’ 


crappies, perch and other pan-. - 


fish, but you've got-to use. light. 
tackle if you want any fun out- 


of it, for the scrappy littlé: pati* 


speciés can put up a. rampage 
comparable to that of a trout... 

If you like, you can troll, es- 
pecially for perch and crap- 
pies, and you'll get some of the 
fastest action of all. At this 
time of year deep trolling is the 
secret of success. Get your bait 
riding along the bottom’ and 
troll slowly. 

One day on a Cape Cod pond 
a friend and I trolled small 
mummychubs .for big yellow 
perch. The methods which paid 
off in summer were no goOd in 
spring, but we kept on experi- 
menting with different rigs. It 
was only when we got the bait 
downto the bottom with a 
sinker tiftewe began to get re- 
sults. ‘ 

Natural bait is good, but ar- 
tificial lures are effective for 
panfish and offer more fun and 
wider opportunities to the ang- 
ler. Besides, they give the fish- 
erman his first chance to try 
out some of his Christmas 
tackle and to sharpen up his 
techniques. 

Small spoons, spinners and 
spinning lures — the same ones 
you will use for trout — are all 
good medicine for  bluegills, 
crappies and perch, They can 
be cast from shore or boat, or 
they can be trolled with equal 
ease arxi effectiveness. 

Each year about the time the 
first hylas began to peep, I used 


*to go to a nearby millpond and 


cast @ spinner and fly combina- 
tion for yellow perch. I'd cast 
as far out from shore as 1 could 
and let the lure sink to the 
bottom. Then I'd retrieve it 
slowly with short twitches of 
the rod, keeping the lure deep. 
I seldom came home without'an 


eatin’ string of perch. 
Incidentally, the spinner and 
fly combination, good for most 


panfish, is one of the best of 
all artificial lures for perch and 


crappies. Pearl, gold or nickel 
are good colors for the spinner, 
and the flies should be gaudy 
red, orange, blue, yellow ot 
green. 

The many new spinning lures 
along with a spinning rod are 
almost unbeatable for ‘spring 
panfishing. The rod is ideal, for 
it will put a lure where you 
want it, and its lithe springin 
ess enables even a small panfish 
to put up a creditable battle 
You can get more practice out 
of your spinning outfit on the 
panfish ponds in; spring than 
you can in an entire season on 
the trout streams

Discusses Jazz 


Duke Ellington genially at- 
tacked “romantic stories” about 
jazz even though, he said, “I've 


cashed in on a lot of them.” He. 


was talking in Boston, where, 
among other things, he was in- 
vited to become an honorary 
member of a national music 
fraternity, Kappa Gamma Psi. 

He told how someone in the 
twenties had started a story 
that “Ellington never writes 
music on paper,” a story that 
has been perpetuated in vari- 
ous degrees ever since. With 
onomatopoetic humor, he de- 
scribed how he was supposed to 
convey to his musicians what he 
wanted them to play. Let the 
romantics now be advised: 
Duke Ellington writes music on 


paper. 
In fact he challenges the 
whole hazy idea that jazz is 


the impromptu expression of an 
untutored people. He recalled 
the story of “The Boy and the 
Black Stick” in roughly this 
fashion: “There’s this little 1l- 
literate boy, you see, ragged as 
a can of spaghetti, and he’s 
walking along through the 
grass, and he firids a black stick. 
Well, you and I know it’s a 
clarinet, but to-him it’s a black 
stick. So he sits under a tree 
and blows on the end of the 
stick and out comes music. (Mr 
Ellington paused momentarily, 
possibly for an imaginary dra- 
matic chord.) And that’s jazz!” 

Mr, Ellington laughs at the 
story, but he feels it illustrates 
a widespread mistaken notion 
about jazz. “I don’t believe a 
man plays the blues because he 
has the blues,” he said, “It's 
like any art—sculpture, for in- 
stance. A sculptor can carve a 
figure of a crying woman with- 
out being a crying woman.” 

= = * 


Thus Mr, Ellington suggested 
that jazz may be more conscious 
and less spontaneous than “ro- 
mantic stories’ would suggest. 
“You have to have some kind 
of arrangement,” he said, “if 


you have more than two peo- - 


ple playing.” At the moment he 
has.a 16-piece band. 

Jazz isn’t just improvisation, 
Mr. Ellington said. In the first 
place, it takes five or 10 years 
for a musician to learn his in- 
atrument, whether he studies 
formally or on his own. Where 
the conservatory student might 
work on exercise sheets, the 
would-be jazz player listens to 
recordings. Instead of scales he 
learns other players’ bits of in- 
vention, and when he becomes 
professional he has these “licks” 
to draw on for his improvising. 

At least this is the way it 
used to be. Mr. Ellington told 
of his own early days as a 
pianist in Washington, D.C. 


“You had to get yourself a cat 


to answer your questions,” he 
said. “When a man finds out 
what he wants to learn, that’s 
the. beginning of . education.” 
(Like mast musicians, Mr. El- 
lington rarely uses in ordinary 
conversation the “jive talk” that 
jazz men are supposed to favor. 
The word “cat” was an excep- 
tion. It is an all-purpose term, 
usually with a favorable conno- 
tation; here it probably meant 
simply “musician.”) 


In jazz ‘today, Mr. Ellington 


continued, “you need every- 
thing you can get. You need 
the conservatory~with an ear 


to what's ‘happening in the 
street.” 

The latter phrase turned out 
to have a specific reference in 
Mr. Ellington’s case, as he de- 
scribed his approach to compos- 
ing. “I tried to ‘write what -1 
I heard people whistling in the 
street,” he said. 

Was this a kind of folk mu- 
sic? “They might have heard it 
from an old person,” he. said, 
“but it was just whistling to be 


' Japan, 


whistling. People used to do a 

lot of walking, and they’d whis- 

tle. You'd ask someone, ‘What 
is that you're whistling?’ and 
he’d say—nothin’!” 

It was more fun composing in 
the early days, said Mr. Elling- 
ton, whose career goes back to 
the time when jazz was estab- 
lishing its traditions. There 
were great players, he said, but 
“some were rather limited.” He 
recalled a trombone player who 
had “only six good notes.” Mr. 
Ellington’s problem was to use 
those six notes to advantage. 

It has long been observed by 
critics that Mr. Ellington's 
works seem to have been done 
with particular musicians in 
mind. Though some jazz purists 
insist that no orchestrated mu- 
sic is jazz, a case has often been 
made for Mr. Ellington’s orches- 
trated music on the ground that 
when it is performed by musi- 
cians attuned to it, it becomes 
jazz. ; 

Mr. Ellington doesn’t care 
what you call it. -In fact he 
would just as soon remove the 
word “jazz” and its various 
eategories from the language. 
“It drives people away,” he 
said. “I don’t see a necessity 
for it.” 

As for bop, cool jazz, and 
progressive jazz, Mr. Ellington 
said: “There are no new melo- 
dies, no new harmonies. It’s all 
a matter of perspective — and 
publicity, I think. Categories 
are unnecessary. . If it sounds 

_ B00d;,it sounds good.” 

Assuming there is sucu a 
thing as jazz, Mr. Ellington ,¢ 
made a seldom-heard claim for 
the East as a pioneering area. 
He said that there was an east- 
ern movement independent from 
the New Orleans origins, and 
it involved particularly © string. 
players and “two-fisted | pian- 
ists.” They had extremely in- 
\dividual styles, they were so- 
phisticated, and they had ex- 
cellent taste, he said. 

One of the pianists could 
“only play in F-sharp, but man 
—!" The sentence broke off in 
silent admiration. “F-sharp’s a 
wonderful key.” : : 

In Boston Mr. Ellington took 
time to encourage a young 
pianist who can play in more \ 
than one key. She is Toshiko 
Akiyoshi, whose story illustra- 
tes the way jazz is crossing and 
recrossing boundaries these 
days. She has come from Tokyo 
on a scholarship to inerease her 
technical knowledge of music, 
so that she can return better 
equipped to further jazz in 

Already she has called 
forth praise from American 
jazz enthusiasts. 

Some members of Mr. Elling- 
ton’s current band started with 
him in the twenies. The group 
is on a tour that will eventual- 


. ly take it to Colgate University, 


the University. of Virginia, the 
University of North Carolina 


_ and the University of Missis. 


~ sippi. 

The band was playing in Ala- 
bama during the Autherine 
Lucy situation, Mr. Ellingtor 
pointed out, and he was aske¢ 
by a school reporter if he wa:

What he saw impressed him. 
Here's his report on their farms, 
forests, diets, way of life, and 
their beautifal women, as report- 
ed in The —" Oil Review. 
’ o Me : 


1 suppose every nation be- 
lieves —- or likes to believe — 
that its women are the most 
beautiful on earth. 

Had anybody asked me a year 
ago, I would have said, quite 
honestly, that I thought Canada 
had the best-looking women. 
But I’m going right out on a 
limb and say that the most at- 
tractive women. I’ve ever seen, 
as a national group, are not 
Canadians, but Swedish girls. It’s 
a conclusion I came to after 
spending two weeks in Sweden 
last fall. 

Any friends reading this will 
probably be wondering, “What's 
this got to do with the price of 
wheat?” They.know I'm a far- 
mer, not a playboy, and that I 
went to Sweden last October, not 
as a movie talent scout, but as 
manager of the 1955. Canadian 
plowing team. (Our boys, by the 
way, did very well in the com- 
petition for the Esso Golden 
Plow, at the World Plowing 
Match. Ivan McLaughlin of 
Stouffville, Ont, came second 
and Joe Tran of Claremont, Ont., 
was fourth, out of 24 plowmen 
from 12 countries.) And our 
friends on the Canadian Council 
ef Plowing Associations, which 
sent us overseas, and at Imper- 
jal Oil, which provided our pas- 
sage, understood that the tour 
we made of Sweden ‘after the 
match was to enlighten us about 
Swedish farming methods — 
not about Swedish beauties. 


Well, we did concentrate on 
farming — believe me! — and 
the only reason I bring up this 
question of feminine loveliness 


is that it helps me explain my 


most vivid impression of Swedish 
farming: This impression became 
firm in my mind (after a con- 
versation with some local resi- 
dents) when we visiting plowmen 
and managers stopped not far 
from the home of a girl named 
Hillevi Rombin. Her name may 
not mean much to you, but per- 
haps it will when I add that she 


is Miss Universe of 1955. We 


didn't see her ourselves, for she 
was in the United States at the 
time; but we did meet some peo-

Then he said something that 
I thought was far more remark- 
able. “She's very pretty,” he 
said, “but we never considered 
her any better-looking than the 
rest of the girls around here.” 

This remark was not intend- 
ed to disparage Miss Rombin in 
any way; it Was a simple and 
honest observation. 1 feel sure 
he ‘would have said the same 
thing about such famous Swed- 
ish* beauties as Garbo, Bergman 


and Anita Ekberg.’ Right then - 


I began\to realize ‘that the 
Swedes make a regular habit 
of achieving near-perfection. — 


and then taking it for granted. 


Fortunately I don’t have to rely 
on anything as intangible as 
feminine charm to prove this 
over-all impression of mine, The 
best proof was what I saw of 
Swedish farming methods. And 
what is true of the farm folk is 
probably true of the majority 
of the population for about one- 
quarter of Sweden's 7,200,000 
citizens live on farms. 


x ° 


The ability to achieve near- 
perfection is evident everywhere. 
You can see it in the forests 
which cover well over a third 
of most farms.’ Here in Canada 
we have talked for years about 
tree conservation but are just 
getting around to converting our 
words into actions. In Sweden, 
forest conservation practices, 


“such as selective cutting and 


methodical replanting, were 
started at least a century ago 
and are now standard procedure 
in every forest, whether owned 
by a farmer, a lumber company, 
or the government, No Swedish 
farmer, I was. told, would dream 
of cutting a tree without con- 
sulting a government forester be- 
forehand. The result is that the 
Swedes are decades ahead of us 
in reforestation. Both Canada and 
Sweden cut a lot of timber every 
year, but our forests are dwind- 
ling while theirs are increasing 
in size. Furthermore, the Swed- 
ish farmer usually gets far more 
rain.than he wants, so he does 


not have the incentive we do to 


plant trees for water conserva- 
tion, 
~~ ° 

To be perfectly fair, I muet 
mention that their forest floors 
are covered with a natural moss 
that undoubtedly helps to’ pre- 
vent fires, so they don’t suffer 
the timber losses we do each 
summer. But that’s all the more 
reason why we should be doing 
more to conserve what we can. 

I was even more amazed when 
I saw what happens when the 


crop farming. Here. in Ontario, 
a man who gets 60 bushels of 
wheat to the acre is a really good 
farmer. The average wheat yield 
in my own Waterloo county, ac- 
cording to the last figures I saw, 
was 35.1 bushels to the acre, In 
Sweden I met farmers who pro- 
duce as much as 70 bushels of 
wheat to the acre, and the last 
published figures show that Swe- 
den’s wheat production, per acre, 
is about 60 per cent higher than 
Canada's. (With yields like this, 
the only reason their total pro- 
ductivity is not as high as ours 

that the country is so small; 


for every acre they have been 
able to cultivate, we have 38 
acres of farm land or potential 
farm land.) 
What's the secret? I knew there 
must be one, because nobody

gets crops like that year after 
year, just by luck or accident. 
I found the Swedish farmer uses 
tremendous quantities of fertil- 
ier. For a grain crop on which 
we would use perhaps 200 or 300 
pounds of fertilizer per acre, the 
Swedish farmer will use up to 
2,000 pounds — 1,500 in the fall 
and another 500 in the spring. 
I need hardly add that the extra 
yield more than covers the cost 
of the extra fertilizer. 

I don’t know of a farm in Can- 
ada with land that could utilize 
anything near 2,000 pounds of 
fertilizer per acre» Does that 
mean that the Swedish farmer 
happens to be lucky? Not at all. 
The reason he can use such quan- 
tities of fertilizer is that he and 


_his forefathers have been condi- 


tioning their lands to it for gen- 
erations, 

There’s nothing we Canadian 
farmers could do that would en- 
able us to get our lands into 
this condition this year, next year 


.or even five years from now. 


But unless we make sure now 
that we are pjanting the right 
things in the right soil, are ro- 
tating our crops properly and are 
doing everything else possible 
to improve our soil conditions, 
even our great-~- grandchildren 
won't be able to do as well as 
Swedish farmers are doing now. 

Another secret of the agricul- 


tural success in Sweden_is their - 


system of testing stations, whesr 
samples of soil and produce are 
analyzed. I doubt if there’s a far- 
mer anywhere in Canada who 
has to be sold on the advantages 
of scientific testing, but here 
again I found the Swedes have 
set us a good example. Our test- 
ing stations are.just as good as 
theirs but they have a lot more 
of them — about 200 in a country 
half the size of Ontario. Thus 
the great majority of farmers 
find it easy to get scientific 
guidance in every phase of their 
work. My own farm happens to 
be within easy driving distance 
of the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege at Guelph, Ont., and I use 
its testing services quite often. 
But I know there are some far- 
mers in Canada who haven't a 
testing station within 200 miles, 
and no doubt their farming suf- 
fers as a result 


‘ . 


You could argue that there's 
little point in increasing our 
yields in some crops, such as 


wheat, if we can't sell what we 
are already producing.’ But con- 
servation projects take a long 
time — sometimes a lifetime or 
longer before they begin to 
pay off. I ¢an’'t see any justifica 
tion for robbing our descendants 
of good: lands just because we 
have marketing problems 

Th® Swedish farmer is in the 
happy position of being able to 
sell, quite readily, almost every- 
thing he cai produce. Part of 
this is due to luck, but planning 
has something to do with it too 
The luck lies in the fact that the 
population of Sweden ji just 
about right in proportion to the 


‘amount of food that can be pro- 


duced on .the land, and since 
the countny is physically small 
compared to Canada, the Swedes 
haven't costly transportation 
problems The planning that 
helps him takes the form of co- 
operatives. I'm certainly not sold 
on all forms of co-ops. In fact, 
I'm convinced that co-op stores, 
as we saw them in Britain, are 
not in the best interests of the 
general public, for what is every- 
body’s business soon becomes 
nobody's business, and every body 
suffers, especially the customer. 

The Swedish co-ops were not 
flores, but co-ops run by pro- 
ducers and it Was an eye-opener 
to see and hear how the Swedish 
farmer uses them to market his 


goods and maintain fair prices 


Co-ops also come into the pic- 
ture often at the processing 
stage, too, with the farmer using 
co-operatively-owned plants that 
would be too expensive for him 
to own alone. That’s the case 
sometimes, for example, with the 
big drying plants where they 
must reduce the moisture con- 
tent of their grains before they 
can be stored safely. 

I wish I could say at this point 
that our post-war trend toward 
mechanization has put us far 
ahead of the Swedish farmers 
in this respect; but it just isn’t 
so. Granted, they have fewer 
pieces of equipment per farm, 
but their farms are small, even 
by Ontario standards, with an 
average of 80 acres, and 50 of 
these in forest. From what I saw, 
I'd say they were just as well 
mechanized as ours. However, 
several Swedes told mé they 
thought Canada produted the 
best combines in the-world, and 
I noticed them using many of the 
makes of tractors that are so 
familiar to us.

Even people who hay? just 
moved into a brand new house 
can have a good garde’, and 
have it this season too. Even 
those who rent and move every 
few years can also have an ex- 
cellent showing. In these cases, 
of course, we rely on annual 
flowers rather than perennials 
which must get established. And, 
it is amazing what can be done 
with: annuals exclusively. We 
ean get vines that will cover a 
porch in a matter of ' weeks, 
things like scarlet runner beans, 
the modern and vastly improved 
morning glories. Or we can use 


- window. boxes filled with trail- 


ing nasturtiums, and semi-trail- 


ing petunias, marigolds and 
zinnias, 
For big screens, to act as 


hedges there are all sonts of 
rapid growing bushy annuals 
like cosmos, African marigolds, 
spider plants, larkspur, hibiscus, 
malope and others that are listed 
in any Canadian seed catalogue. 
These quick growers reach two 
to four feet and will take the 
place of shrubbery and give 
privacy as well as abundance of 
bloom. As for the regular beda, 
there are hundreds of annuals 
from which to choose. 

- Where we have just moved in 
we can. combine special annuals 
with the permanent perennials 
which will eventually take their 
place. In amongst the tiny new 
shrubs, climbers, and trees, we 
plant liberally with big annuals 
and we continue to do this for 
the first few years until the 
permanent stuff has got estab- 
lished and requires the full 
room, 

Can’t Buy This Quality 

We all know the old argu- 
ment about it being cheaper te 
buy vegetables than for the ur- 
ban man to grow them. That is 
all very well but it overlooks 
an important point. No matter 
how handy the store and how 
fast the transportation, it just 


freshness that only comes with 
vegetables grown in one’s own 
garden. A little plot where we 
have a few feet of lettuce, 
onions, radish, carrots and per- 
haps a row of beans, tomatoes, 
or corn, will repay itself many 
times over just in freshness 
alone, 
Not a great deal of room will 
be necessary. To make it go 
further there are various ways 
of growing two crops, or prac- 
tically so, on the same piece of 
land. Of course in this intensive 
sort of vegetable gardening, ex- 
tra fertilizer is essential and 
the soil must be well worked 
and rich. In double cropping, 
we alternate rows of an early 
kind witha later one, for in- 
stance radish and carrots, or 
lettuce and beans, or peas ahd 
corn. We also have less space 
than normal between the rows, 
if necessary no more than 12 or 
15 inches. The early stuff, of 
course, comes on quickly and 
is used up before the later ma- 
turing vegetables require full 
room. Another practice is to 
follow the harvesting of the first 
vegetables like the peas, lettuce, 
spinach, radish, early onions, 
etc,, with another sowing of the 


be ready say in August or Sep- 
tember. Then there are certain 
crops like squash, pumpkins, 
that we can plant in ‘the outside 
rows and we can have staked 
tomatoes along the end of any 
vegetable row and cucumbers 
along the fence. 
Don’t Bury Them 

Almost every one is inclined 
to plant far too deeply. ‘With 
tiny seed such as that of lettuce, 
carrots, cosmos, zinnias, poppies, 
and alyssum, which are not 
much larger than the head of a 
pin or shingle nail, it is not 
necessary to cover at all. We 
sow these in the. finest soil and 
merely press in, Then, if pos- 
sible, we. keep the soil dampen- 
ed until germination starts.

In which 
case I believe he could bring a 
charge against the county be- 
cause of the absence of warn- 
ing sign — if he could prove 
the accident was the result of 
road conditions. Motorists are 
continually urged to drive care- 
fully. Isn’t it just as necessary 
for those in charge of county 
and township roads to erect 
warning signs when road condi- 
tions are unsafe for normal 
driving? 

Last week we saw a similar 
instance in another county. Only 
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worse. Again it was just over™ 


the brow of the hill. But in this 
case, for the width of a car the 
road was good. But in that very 
spot a car was parked! As a 
result Bob had to drive through 
the worst of the ‘boil.’ : 


Roads are bound to break up 
in spring. It is unreasonable to 
expect repairs to be made all 
at once. But I don’t think it is 
unreasonable to expect that 
warning signs be erected when 
necessary. After all, farmers as 
taxpayers, are shareholders. in 
county and township roads. And 
surely shareholders are entitled 
to express an Opinion, or voice 
a complaint if insufficient atten- 
tion be given to roads that pro- 
vide hazards for motorists. 

But let’s think. of life on a

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Hearing Secrets . 
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From Outer Space | 


Harvard College Observatory 
is Opening a new window on the 
universe 


There at its Agassiz Statioy 
am a remote New England hill- 
side, observatory Officials and 
their guests have just dedicated 
the ‘largest radio telescope of 
its kind in the world. 

It is designed for listening tu 


' the faint crackling of radio sig- 


mals sent back by the gases of 
outer space. By Studying these 
signals, astronomers are able to 
trace features of the universe 
that are hidden from ordinary 
telescopes which work With vis- 
ible light. 

Construction costs and en 
dowment for this new radio 
telescope project have run close 
to $500,000. They have been 
financed by a grant of $135.000 
from the National Science 
FYoundation, which was supple- 
mented by private donors. 

In essence, the new instru- 
ment is just a huge, precise 
Fadio receiver. With a higher 
«apacity for pinpointing fine de- 
tails, it will supplement and ex- 

the work of the 24-foot in- 
tallation that Harvard has been 
operating at the Agassiz Station 
for the past three years. The 24. 
footer also was built with the 
aid of an NSF grant. 


Radio astronomy is a new 
astronomical science, which has 
grown active in the years since 
World War 11. 

As explained by Dr. Bart Bok, 
eodirector of Harvard's radio as- 
tronomy program, it is based on 
the fact that cosmic gases and 
atars send out radio noises that 
ean be picked up by special 
equipment and analyzed to tell 
something about the nature of 
their sources. Sometimes these 
sources can be matchéd with. 
visible stars or nebulae. But 
often they are invisible, and 
ean be traced only by the radio 
pickup. : z 

That is why radio telescopes 
have added a large new dimen- 
sion to astronomy. They have 
literally opened another window 
on the universe. What is more, 


this window is never closed. It - 


is open night or day, in good 
visual observing weather or in 
bad. vs 


The new radio telescope will 
help Harvard astronomers get a 


‘learer look through this win- 
_ dow. With the greater resolving 


power of its 60-foot antenna, 
it will be able to sharpen up 
details that blur out with the 
24-footer. 

Dr. Bok said the smallest re-_ 
gion that the 24-foot instrument 
ean define is the apparent size 
of three moons (about one and 
m half degrees for the techni- 
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bat and ball belong to no particular locality. The fact that this picture 


was taken\in Minneapolis is of incidental importance. What IS important is that the days are 


longer, 


cally inclined). The 60-foot an- 
tenna will cut this area to the 
size of one moon (about half a 
degree). 

Both the 24-foot and the 60- 
foot instruments are designed 
for specialized work in the radio 
astronomy field. They work 
mainly with certain “broad- 
casts” from cosmic hydrogen 
gas which come in on a wave 
length of 21 centimeters. These 
“broadcasts” first were detected 
five years.ago by Dr. Harold 
Ewen, codirector of the radio 
astronomy ‘program along with 
Dr. Bok and Dr. Edward S. 
Purcell, Harvard physicst. . j 


In this 2l-centimeter field, 
whose scope includes tracing the 
vast struqture of the Milky Way, 
the new Harvard instrument for 
a time will be the largest at 
work in the world. There are 
larger radio telescopes operat- 
ing in other fields, and several 
larger 2l-centimeter receivers 
are planned or in construction. 
But, even when these latter are 
operating, the Harvard 60-footer 
still will rank among the 21!- 
centimeter heavyweights. 

The antenna is a huge pre- 
cision-made aluminum bowl 
weighing 
which is centered at the top on 
a conical pier set in a concrete 
foundation 12 feet deep. ~ 


The telescope is classed by 
the experts as “steerable.” This 
means it is controlled by motors 
that can tilt and turn it to face 
unhy part of sky and that can 
drive it to Pp pace with the 
stars. 

Because this large instrument 
cannot be covered, the builders 
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have supplied special bracing to 
enable it to withstand high 
winds. By locking the lower 
edge of the antenna against the 
pier, the structure should be 
able to resist winds of even 
hurricane force. 

In lesser winds, the telescope 
can be operated with precision 
up to a wind speed of 25 miles 
an hour, It still can be operated, 
but with less precision, in winds 
up to 45 miles an. hour. 


Flying Terrors 
By The Millions 


A new fear has come to Afri- 
ca. It's caused by the beat of 
millions of tiny wings. They be- 
long to the quelea finch, a grain- 
eating bird no bigger than a 
sparrow. 

The birds, which exist in 
flocks of 5,000,000 or more, are 
playing havoc with grain crops. 
They are a greater pest than 
the locust. 

So fantastic are the quelea 
hordes that people refused to 
believe early accounts that there 
were such birds at all. A hun- 
ter who came back from the 
bush interior with a first-hand 
account was called a liar, 

He had chased a wounded 
elephant all* day and with the 
evening wind rising he was rap- 
idly closing in on his quarry. 
Some distance ahead he heard 
the crash of breaking~ branches. 
Suddenly he heard a sound he 
had never experienced before — 
a shrill whistling and whirring 
audible abavethe wind. : 

He came upon a flo@R ef birds, 
but what a flock! Myriads of 
tiny creatures,. uncountable 
numbers of fluttering wings. 
The breaking of branches had 
not been his elephant. The com- 
bined weight of millions of tiny 
birds had torn off branches al- 
most twice as thick as a man’s 
thigh. He could hardly believe 
what he saw. 

Since then the voracious little 
pests have been recognized as a 
great African agricultural prob- 
lem. In ‘parts of Kenya, Tan- 
ganyika, Somaliland, Sudan, 
Rhodesia and Soyth Africa, Af- 
ricans have abandoned grain- 
growing because of the winged 
menace. 

Flocks a mile long and wide, 
blacking out the sun, are quite 
common. When they settle, actes 
of ground —. every leaf, twig 
and blade of. grass are ob- 
secured by tiny, fluttering bod- 
jes. 

There is no natural contro] of 
the birds. Man has tried flame- 
and poison gas in an effort to 


throwers, bush fires, dynamite, 
reduce the birds to reasonable 
numbers. It’s like trving to move 
a mountain of earth with a tea- 
spoon

When Will Moon 
Break to Pieces? 


Scientists are planning to give 
closer study to the moon. this 
year in a new attempt to an- 
swer the question that has puz- 
zied them for centuries: When 
will the moon break up? 

Many astronomers predict that 
in the next fifty million years 
mankind will witness the slow 
disintegration of the moon —~ 
the earth's closest neighbour 
and only satellite, which is 
about 238,857 miles away from 
us. 

One famous astronomer has 
said: “We believe that the moon 
will break into pieces — first 
into two pieces, then four, then 
eight and eventually into count- 
less particles. When this hap- 
pens, we shall have continuous 
moonlight, reflected from the 
particles,” 

When our first spacemen land 
on the moon, they'll find it com- 
pletely covered with a dust as 
fine as face powder and vary- 
ing from 20 ft. thick to enor- 
mous troughs 6,000 ft. deep. 

This startling prediction is 
made by a British astronomer. 
Reviewing the results of the 
latest research concerning the 
moon's surface, he says it is 
calculated that there are 25,000 
grains of dust in a line measur- 
ing less than an inch. 


At the bottom of the moon’s> 


valleys and jin the flat regions, 
the moon explorers will find a 
loose. layer of this dust, rather 
like fine, deep snow, not. less 
than 20“feet deep. It may be 
impossible to walk on it. There 
is no water on the moon, so the 
dust would not pack tightly ex- 
cept under its own weight. 

Only on the high ridges of 
mountainous. ground will the 
spacemen find little dust, says 
the astrohomer. 

The modon’s dust was caused 
by the impact of huge meteor- 
ites which in the last 7,000 mil- 
lion years ‘blasted great pits in 
the moon’s surface, it is now 
believed. Some of thése pits are 
500 miles across,

Let Them Eat Pills 


The medical profession has a 
low Opinion of us who never 
carved up a cadaver or figured 
a hematocrit. It has succeeded 
in narrowing our freedom to 
pick our own pills at the corner 
drug store. And now it is sup- 
porting in grand fashion the pro- 
gram to make us take the pills 
it thinks we ought to. 

This refers to that lively con- 
froversy, the fluoridation of 
municipal water supplies. The 
overwhelming medical opinion 
is that this is a good thing to do. 
It is a good thing to do, it seems, 
because this is one way'to make 
us take our medicine. 

This comes out in lively fash- 
ion in the fight now going on in 
New York City over fluoridation. 
The water commissioner there 
is against doctoring the water 
supply. He urges instead that 
New Yorkers ‘be allowed to de- 
cide the question individually by 
the simple expedient of buying 
fluoride tablets. Then those who 
wanted it could have it, and 
those who didn’t needn't. 

The tablets, said the commis- 
sioner, would cost only 25 cents 
a child for three vears. «< 

Well, we put the question to 
a man who represents the pub- 
lic health views of the medical 


profession: What's the matter 
with letting people take their 
own pills instead of forcing 


them to by fixing the water sup- 
ply? / 
First he said the cost estimate 
was off. The New York Health 
department - figures fluoridating 
the water supply costs nine cents 
per person per year. bottled 
fluoridated water $18.25, fluoride 
in milk $2.14 and tablets $3 65.

Sportscaster 


About the only nationaliy- 
known Canadian sportscaster — 
easily equal to top-notch US. 
mike-men Mel Allen, Bill Stern 
or Tom Harmon — is Toronto’s 
Foster Hewitt. Undoubtedly the 
dean of Canadian sportscasters, 
Hewitt has been in radie 33 
years, possibly longer than any- 
one. He has broadcast descrip- 
tions of over 3,000 hockey games. 

Hewitt, who left University of 
Toronto to join the Toronto Star, 
was the first in the world to 
broadcast a hockey game. That 
was in March, 1923, for the Star's 
CFCA. 

Hewitt's verbal trademarks, 
“Hello, Canada .. .” and “He 
shoots, he scores!” became fam- 
ous via CBC radio, TV and sev- 
eral private stations, including 
Hewitt’s CKFH in Toronto. They 
also became titles of two of Hew- 
itt’s five books- 

Probably the most successful 
sportscaster in Canada, Hewitt 
won't say if he’s a millionaire, 
“You could say I’m at least com- 
fortable.” 

His comforts include being 
president and sole owner of Tor- 
onto’s CKFH (he has 52 employ- 
ees), living in Toronto’s swank 


. Forest Hill Village, and owning a 


Cadillac Coupe de Ville and cus~- 
tom-built Buick convertible. (A 
show model from the Canadian 
National Exhibition, the Buick 
has hand-tooled, built-in leather 
gun holsters and natural steer- 
hide floor rugs.

Give Them Room 
If every seed that sprouted 
were allowed to grow, his world 
would soon become a jungle and 
our gardens an awful mess. Al- 


most everything needs thinning . 


and will dd much better with 
plenty of room. Overcrowded 
plants eehaapindly and weak, an 
easy prey insects and di- 
sease or even a heavy *rain, 

In almost every case where 
plants are started from seed and 
especially tiny seed, like lettuce 
or alyssum or poppies, they 
must be thinned later. In doing 
this naturally we pull out the 
poorer specimens first but in 
any case we must leave plenty 
of room for full development. If 
we are afraid of later damage 
from bugs or cutworms perhaps 
we will leave twice as many 
plants as at first, then later on 
we remove every other one¢ In 
certain vegetables like beets 
and carrots, too, we leave the 
plants about an inch or so apart 
at first, then use further thin- 
nings for our first meals. When 
thinned properly, the plants left 
will grow more quickly, more 
sturdily and should be healthier. 

Thinning is not always con- 
fined to seedlings. The extra big 
and fine blooms you usually .see 
in the flower shows are often 
the result of thinning. Only in. 
it will be the flower 
buds that are removed. Instead 
of letting every single rose, 
peony, or dahlia develop, the 
professionals nip off about fifty 
per cent or more of the buds so 
that those that are left will be 
finer and bigger. The same thing 
is dons with fruit like apples, 
plums and peaches for big prime 
results

cessfully moved or transplant- 
ed when young. There are two 
major points to keep in mind. 
We must not allow the roots to 
dry out and we shouldn't ex- 
pose them to air. Planting ma- 
terial from a good seedhouse or 
nursery, one will notice, has the 
roots well wrapped in thorough- 
ly damp moss, and to make sure 
air is excluded and moisture re- 


- taine, there is as well an outer 
wrapping of damp-proof paper or 


burlap. To make sure those con- 
ditions are continued after 
plantings, one presses fine soil 
firmly about the roots and 
keeps well watered until growth 
gets started. With bedding plants 
or annuals that will only mean 
a few days, with trees and 
shrubs it may be several weeks. 


Shrubs, trees and _— vines 
should be transplanted before 
they come out in leaf and the 
best nursery stock of these 
things will never be farther ad- 
vanced than the bud stage. An- 
nual plants, of course, are in 
leaf when we transplant but 
they should not ,be ‘too far 
grown. Short stocky plants with 
no flower buds are much to 
be preferred to plants on the 
point of blooming. Indeed if 
there is any bloom on such 
things as zinnias, petunias: or 
marigolds it should be removed 
before we transplant. If there 
are only a few things to move, 
one should do the job in the 
evening and preferably when 
there is no wind, otherwise 
shade from sun for a day or 
two. To speed growth and les- 
sen the shock of moving, it is 
a good plan to sprinkle a lit- 
tle chemical fertilizer around 
but not actually touching the 
roots. 


An Ounce of Prevention 


It is unfortunate but it is true 
that for almbdst every useful plant 
we have in Canada there is some 
bug, disease, or worm which 
seems to have a special grudge 
against it. But a little protec- 
tion provided in time will save 
them. 


Generally gpeaking, the very 
best protection against all these 
pests is flourishing health. If 
the garden is free of weeds, 
well cultivated and growing, 
there is little risk except from 
some special insect or disease. 
But if there are a lot of weeds, 
if our flowers or vegetable 


plants are crowded together and 
growth jspindly and weak, then 
we are simply asking for 
trouble, and even a mild attack 
from passing bugs can cause a 
lot of trouble. The first rule, 
then, in protection is to keep 
the garden clean and growing.

Mr and Mrs. Velleman, who emi- 
grated from Holland 32 years ago, 
care for 29 mentally-defective infants. 
They operate the Babies’ Convales- 
cent Home established four years 
ago in’ a 13-room brick house at 
Thrasher’s Corners, seven miles north 
of Belleville. 

Neither Leonard Velleman, 65, nor 
Lenora, 60, draws any salary; instead 
they have invested all their savings 
and earnings ih the home. It is a 
private venture, without any aid from 
@ny government department or any 
agency, 

Their charges are babies, from a 
few weeks to six years old, all suffer- 
ing some incurable mental handicap. 

Says Mr. Velleman, a short cheer- 
ful bustling, white-haired man from 
Amaterdam: 

“We give them love to keep the 
spark of life burnifig. We have one 
little fellow who climbs out of his 
eri and dives under another to get a 
toy. There must be some spark there 
or why should he go after that toy? 
We must keep *hem alive.” 

Mrs. Velleman, a strong but kindly 
dark-haired figure, supervises a staff 
of eight aides and a cook. She says: 

“If a girl-—one of the aldes—has 
any distaste for these children, she 
has no place wth us. We accept and 
love them, it is not hard to do.” 

Mrs. Velleman, a registered nurse 
from Gouda, Holland, decided five 
years ago she wanted to devote her- 
self to the care of children, particul- 
larly handicapped children. She says: 

“A healthy child can always find 
@ home, These others need love and 
care as much. Who is to give it to 
them?" ~ 

She opened a private nursing home 
for such. children with accommodation 
for eight. When applications mush- 
roomed, Mr. and Mrs. Velleman mov- 
ed fo their present home. ~ 

The last three years they have 
wpent remodelling and equipping the 
home. ‘They estmate their personal 
investment in the project at $30,000.

The “birthday of flowers” in 
general is on the twelfth (in 
some places on the fifteenth) of 
the second moon. . 


Throughout China the fourth 
moon. begins the fashionable 
season for garden parties, and 
the great event everywhere is 
the opening of the peonies, for 
the peony in China is the King 
of Flowers, and used to be call- 
ed “the ornament of Empire.” 
When these favourites reach 
perfection, the President of the 
Republic himself sends to privi- 
leged guests invitations for a 
“peony-viewing.” ... They are 
conveyed to the audience hall, 
across a lake of lapis-lazuli, in 
one of those barges, with row- 
ers standing to their oars, that 


formerly transported Sover- 
eigns. .. 
When formal greetings are 


over, guests are free to wander 


through the Palace gardens 
where the flowers appear as 
beautiful pictures most beau- 
tifully framed. We cross zigzag 
bridges over ponds with shim- 
mering gold-fish, like streaks of 
fire. We pause in open: pavili- 
ons whose roofs are draped 
with wisteria. Here and there, 
long purple-blue sprays hang as 
a curtain, staining the sunlight 
as it passes through. A mauve 
carret of fallen petals covers 


the marble floor. Above our 
heads the bees in the blossoms 
make a sound like the drone of 
the sea in a shell, 


Slowly, stopping often to ad- 
mire each new vista, we pro- 
ceed to the throne of the King 
of Flowers, the grey rock-gar- 
dens where fantasy runs riot in 
stone, the terraces faced with 
yellow-glazed tiles splintering 
into sunbeams. Here the plants 
are set out in stately rows 
showing how well those Chinese 
gardeners of long ago under- 
stood the value of contrast: pink 
against green, grey against 
rose-colour, the grouping of 
feathery bamboos as a back- 
ground, the dark note of twist- 
ed pines, all arranged to en- 
hance the perfect blooms, sun- 
drenched through the trees, — 
themselves sunfilled cups. —

Three weeks ago spring flow~ 
ering bulbs were peeking through 
the ground, They are still peek- 
ing, no more and no less, for 
spring still tarries while the 
weatherman treats ug to frosty 
nights and occasional snow flur- 
ries. Daughter was here Sunday 
and she was reminding me that 
on April 17 last year she was 
in hospital and I had taken her 
some fresh stewed rhubarb, 
straight from the garden. Ac- 
cording to the date it is now 
a week later and yet the rhu- 
barb this year is no more than 
an inch above the ground. No- 
body minds a late winter, or 
fall, or even summer. But a late 
spring — that is harder to take. 
Everything within us and around 
us longs for the spring, for the 
rebirth of flowers and trees and 
shrubs. Those who are well and 
active and busy about their 
day’s work welcome the spring. 
But to those who are not so well, 
to the convalescents, to those 
who weary of the four walls of 
a house, to all such persons 
spring is doubly welcome, So 
for those people in particular 
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we most sincerely hope that 
good, health-giving days are not 
too far away. And when they 
come, make the most of them, 
friends. You who are _ house- 
weary, take time to be out-of- 
doors. “Dust will wait but vio-~- 
lets won't.” Get out and enjoy 
the sunshine — it is good for 
whatever ails you. 


We are certainly hoping for a 
little warm weather because, as 
soon as he can play outdoors, 
our grandson is coming to visit 
us — all by himself And it will 
certainly take the great outdoors 
to use up some of his surplus 
energy. So here’s hoping — for 
his sake, and ours too. 


In the meantime, whatever 
the weather,. we have plenty to 
interests outside — and the in- 
terest is likely to be maintained 
for some time. Surveyors from 
the Department of Highways, 


are all over the farm, mapping 
out a cloverleaf for No. 401, half 
of which will be on our farm. 
I suppose they know what they 
are doing but it is all a mystery 
to us. One time we look out and 
we see from one to three cars 
and six or seven men. Half-an- 
hour later the cars may be gone 
and no sign of activity any- 
where. Or maybe one car will 
be at the road. No men in sight 
but by Rusty's insistent barking 
we know men are somewhere 
around — here, there, anywhere 
~~ we don't know. Sometimes 
they arrive before eight a.m.,. 
sometimes they don’t show up 
at all. To keep track of them 
would’ be one grand guessing 
game. It is also necessary to for- 
get sentiment once the survey- 
ors get busy. First of all they 
bring in a card which says that 
surveyors will find it necessary 
to enter your property and that 
“a valuator will arrange to make 
settlement in regard to any dam- 
ages.” That is fine —. as far as 
i* goes. But can a valuator as- 
sess the worth to you, real or 
sentimental, of a tree or a group 
of trees? We have evergreens 
on our property that were set out 
the first year we came. From lit- 
tle twelve-inch seedlings we 
have watched them grow to 
sturdy trees, twenty to thirty 
feet high. When Partner saw 
the surveyors working among 
the evergreens he begged them 
to save the trees. He was as- 
sured the trees would not be 


destroyed unless it became nec- 
essary. With that he had to be 
satisfied. Those trees took over 
thirty years to grow and could 
not be replaced by a similar 
growth for another thirty years. 
Also during our first year on the 
farm we planted maples down 
the lane. Only a few of them 
lived. We treasure the survi- 
vors. It may be that one or more 
of them will topple under the 
official axe. We shall’ be com- 
pensated . |. in cash, maybe. 
But in other ways? Well, as I 
said before we have to stifle 
sentiment — for that way leads 
to heartache. 

In the meantime Partner has 
his own guessing game, and a 
little more work at the barn — 
a fresh cow and a new-born 
calf to contend with. And then 
he comes to the house ana we 
get talking about the contrari- 
ness of nature's laws. Many 
times, when we Were shipping 
milk to the dairy, we Hoped for 
heifer calves to replace old cows 
going out. So*what did we get? 
More bull calves than we want- 
ed, of course. One season we had 
twelve bull calves and one hei- 
fer. Another year two little hei- 
; fers and the rest bulls. Now with 
the idea of raising veal calves, 
we keep only two or three cows. 
So now what do we get? ‘Heifer 
calves, no less. And last year, 
if you remember, the first cow 
to freshen after we sold most 
of our milking herd presented 
us with twin calves — and heif- 
érs’ at that. Sometimes it looks 
as if you can’t win whatever 
you plan. Nature is liable to 
throw everything into reverse.

They are also ex- 
pecting their first “blessed 
event.” Norma thinks it wouid 
be unwise to keep a cat when 
the baby arrives. So when she 
was going home for a few days 
last week. she asked Ted to find 
a new home for the cat — with 
some friends who had: said they 
would like her.

Friday night he 
came home from the office to 
find Tabby proudly motherin 
four kittens. Quite an unlook 
for event.

Usually some family member

ancial burden to bear. [le may 
have to sacrifice his own life 
ambitions to provide for the in- 
jured one. Some may suffer 
thrdughout life from a struggle 
to overcome feelings of remorse 
for causing an accident; or feel- 
ings of guilt for not preventing 
it. The injured person may. be- 
come the center of all family 
concern, causing jealously o 
the part of the others. : 

The greatest tragedy of acci- 
dents is that most of them 
could have been prevented 
Authorities on accidents and 
their causes tell us that acci- 
dents do not “just happen.” 
Accidents are caused. 

Accidents kill ‘more children 
under.14 years than any di- 


sease. Home, where children — 
are forming life - long living” 


habits, has most of the accidents. 
The, homemaker would seem‘ to 
bear the major share of res- 
ponsibility for teaching  chil- 
dren safety. Her children. must 
learn. safety from her as she 
teaches them courtesy and man- 
ners. 
Home Hazards 


Do women give as much at- 
tention to ridding their homes 
of accident hazards as they do 
to fashions? Disorder, wrong 
equipment for the job, im- 
proper use of good equipment, 
hurry, carelessness, anxiety and 
fatigue — all the basic causes 
of accidents)— would disappear 
for the most part, if they did. 

Disorder: It is the parents’ 
responsibility to provide stor- 
age space for all materials and 
equipment used by the family. 
All family members are respon- 
sible for keeping all things in 
their places. Working or walk- 
ing in cluttered areas, stepping 
ever objects, or striking ob- 
jects that are out of their ac- 
customed places, cause falls, 
burns and bruises, with painful 
and disabling injuries. 

Wrong Equipment: Hurry 
tempts mother to use too small 
a kettle. Food boils over and 
mother or child receives a burn, 
Father uses a knife for a screw 
driver, or a chair for a make- 
shift ladder. Cuts and falls re- 
sult. Such examples, set by 
careless parents, emphasize the 
need for practicing better home 
management. ; 

Wrong Use of Proper Equip- 
ment: Modern home equipment, 
designed for safety, makes it 
increasingly icult to do a 
job the dangerous way. Round 
ed corners on ranges and refri- 
gerators reduce the number of 


bad bumps on sharp edges. They | 


also lessen the temptation to 

pile things dangerously near 

edges. 
Emotional Attitudes 

Anxiety and fatigue can cause 
accidents among family mem- 
bers. After a breakfast table 
argument, the harried house- 
wife may spill hot liquid on 
herself or absent mindedly leave 
a sharp instrument within reach 
of small groping hands. 

An upset father may have an 
accident that has far reaching 
implications. One well establish- 
ed farmer, after a disturbing 
argument with his wife, was so 
preoccupied that he refueled his 
tractor with the motor running. 
An explosion seriously injured 
him, His son had to come home 
from college to help run the 
farm. His daughter postponed

Responsible Families Cooperate 
What can be done to make a 
home the place where all mem- 
bers of the family can develop, 
grow, enjoy protection, and 
make a valuable contribution to 
the community? The answer is 
family shared responsibility and 
cooperation. 2 
Safety education in the home 
has been vague on the positive 
side. Much safety education for 
children has been the kind that 
Willie Brown received. His 
mother let him go swimming, 
but she didn't teach him to 
swim. She merely said, “Don’t 
drown!” Naturally Wilie 
Brown did drown. Today, more 
parents realize the necessity of 
swimming instruction before 


they permit Willie to go swim-_ 
ming just as more parents real- ~ 


ize the importance of building 
safety into houses. 


Homemakers would profit by 
knowing many of the industrial 
safety education practices. In- 
dustry has analyzed jobs to see 
what can be done to eliminate 
hazards, They constantly check 
to see that all working equip- 


ment is in geod order. They . 


supervise workers to wee that 
they work safely. 

One farm family organized to 
eliminate hazards because an 
engineer son became so critical 
of the many hazards he saw 
about his home, after he had be- 
come accustomed to safe indus- 
trial practices. 

The grade cHildren were call- 
ed detectives and they went 
about discovering and report- 
ing unsafe work practices and 
hazards. Father and engineer 
son went over all working 
equipment to see that it was in 
good order and repaired it 
necessary. The father pointed out 
many things that each could do 
to eliminate hazards. Mother 
was appointed captain to check 
with family members to see that 
each was carrying out the family 
safety plan. 

As this safety plan went into 


wom GOETHE

effect the parents learned the 
importance of examples they 
were setting for their children, 
Their every action was watch- 
ed. The children were quick to 
point out every violation of a 
safety rule. If one of the young-~ 
est children imitated a danger- 
our parental practice, it was. 
quickly recognized. All came to 
realize that carelessness by any 
one of them perilled the lives 
and happiness of all. 

Each began to study and sug- 
gest the safety way to do ‘farm 
and home jobs. All were more 
alert to danger spots about the 
house and farm. As they work- 
ed, they questioned them- 
selves, “Am I doing this the 
safe way? How can I do this 
more safely?” 

This family learned that or- 
ganization and conferences are 
the keynote to a successful 
safety program for any family. 
Soon this home and its sur- 
roundings changed from a place 
of danger to one of safety. By 
eliminating hazards and adopt- 
ing safety practices they all were 
more effective members of the 
family and community groups. 
They set examples for safe 
family and community life. 

One of the biggest obstacles 
to family safety is that women 
are not taking an active enough 
pert.in home safety organiza-- 
tions. T uctance to partici- 
pate more activilywin safety is 
surprising when we consider 
that the basic maternal instinct 
is thought to be the protective 
one. Women stand on street 
corners and sell tags for many 
organizations. They haven't 
been as aggressive for safety. 

In preparing youth for a hap- 
pier and healthier life, the 
homemaker should not only 
caution youth to be careful, she 
must teach them how to prac- 
tice safety and see that they 
live in a safe community.
